Second, such additions 
would (Hist more than the next Ismrd 
would have available for anch parjxM-cs, 
and the law forbids borrow ing tunney on 
notes, and the Ixutrd has just recently 
got consent from the patient taxpayers 
to Laid the district for #l".<x>0 to square 
up old scores and make other improve­ 
ment!*, and I could not ask them so soon 
to issue more I Minds. 
Third, the Lins re­ 
quires that school boards must consider 
convenience and economy iii locating 
new buildings 
I think it Was a blander that th*' Fast 
Knd building was located where it is 
Close to the hill on the north with a 
narrow swampy strip of land on the 
west. there can be no growth near to it 
The town is stretching east, and then* is 
where new factories will locate and new 
horn** Is* built. 
Hence I regard it as 
very unwise to spend more money where 
the people cannot locate, 
My personal 
judgment is that a two room building, 
located centrally in the East Knd, and a 
similar one located somewhere in Hus­ 
ton, Bradshaw or Thompson additions 
would be the most economical and valu­ 
able accommodations that could Is* pro­ 
vided. The present Issu'd will close 
their term with finances in good shape, 
The bond issue of IIH,OOO provided for 
improvement beyond th** old inherited 
debt of #15,000, and by good manage 
intuit and economy the necessary room 
can be provided without further burden­ 
ing our citizens. 
The board of educa­ 
tion will also lie obliged to spend some 
funds this coming year in painting and 
papering all the buildings, as this has 
been neglected too long already. Tin 
work and wood exposed without atten­ 
tion is the worst of economy. On till" 
line I will call attention to another 
matter which must be met iii the no 
distant future.

given close attention to the heating and 
ventilating, and it is unhealthy for 
pupils and teachers, and in my judg­ 
ment cannot bt* mad** a success, for tho 
simple reason that nature s laws do not 
readily adjust themselves to man s mis­ 
takes.
